Members of the Metropolitan Force

Loxvpox, July 7. The war omce has ordered 
an inquiry into the blunders committed dur- 
ing the summer raaneuvers at Aldershot last 
Friday. It seems that a disgraceful collision 
took place between the Lancers and the Hus- 
sars on Fax Hills. A troop of the Eleventh 
Hussars tried to cover a battery of artillery 
which was being charged bya regiment of 
Lancers. The battery crashed into the Hus- 
sars. Forty men and horses were flung to- 
getherin a struggling heap to the ground 
and many of them severely wounded. Gen. 
Wood publicly censured the commander of 
the Hussars for pitting a mere handful of men 
against a whole regiment of Lancers ata full 
gallop. 

POLICEMEN THREATEN TO STRIKE: 

Several of the policemen attached to the 
district station who were suspended for refg@s- 
ing to go on duty because of the transfer to 
another district of a Bow street constable, 
who had taken a prominent part in the move- 
ment to improve the condition of the police, 
were to-day dismissed from theforce. There 
is much excitement among the police over the 
matter and they threaten to go on a strike to- 
night. ‘ 

WILL VISIT GERMANY AND DENMARK. 

The Prince of Wales will go to Hamburg for 
a short time about the end of August. At the 
beginning of September the Princess of Wales 
and her daughters will go to Denmark to join 
the family and party at Fredensburg Castile, 
which will include the Emperor and Empress 
of Russia.

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FARGO IN RUINS. 
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The Dakota Town Reported Wiped 


Out by a Cyclone This 
Morning. 


Several of the Residents Killed 
and Many Injured. 


& Merthern Pacific Railroad Passenger 
Train Blown Frem the Track and the 
Cars Wrecked—Mlies and Miles of Tele- 
graph Wires and Poles Laid Low—Wreok- 
ing Trains Sent to the Scene of the Dis- 
aster—The Town of Meorhead, Minn., 
Opposite Fargo, Slightly Damaged by 
the Cyclone—All Trains on the Dakota 
Divisions Held. 


St. Pavut, Minn., July 7.—A report is current 
here that the town of Fargo, N. D., was com- 
pletely swept away by a cyclone this morning 
and that Moorhead, which lies in Minnesota, 
east of Fargo, was also slightly damaged. Of 
oourse, if the report is true there must have 
been great loss of life at Fargo and all Indica- 
tions tend to confirm the reporis. A railroad 
man who arrived from that vicinity this morn- 
ing says aterrifc windstorm prevalled there 
this morning and that several trains were 
blown from the tracks. All wires to Fargo are 
down and the Western Union officials report 
that about two miles of telegraph wires be- 
tween there and here have been blown down. 
West of Fargo they say worse conditions exist 
and that miles and miles of wires and poles 
are down. The last reports recelved by the 
signal service from Fargo were at 7 p. m. 
Sundavand they showed a temperature of 80 
degrees, a wind velocity of six miles an hour, 
with the cond Itions good for a storm. 

WIRES ALL DOWN. 

The Western Union office In this city has 
been unable to get Fargo or Moorhead, Minn., 
which is located across* the Red River from 
there. Their wires are down for some ails- 
tance in all directions from Fargo, and noth- 
ing definite can be learned from them atthe 
present time. It is probable that a special 
train will start soon for the scene of the dis- 
aster, but it could not reach there before mid- 
might at the earliest. The condition of the 
wires would also greatly delay the speedy re- 
celpt of definite news. 

TRAINS BLOWN FROM THE TRACK. 

General Passenger Agent Fee of the North- 
ern Pacific Railway has the following tele- 
gram from Jamestown, N. D.; 

About 2. m. a severe storm struck Da- 
kota division. No. 1 was blown from the 
track at Fargo shops. Roof blown off the 
depot at Mapleton. One of the elevators at 
Dairymple moved off its foundation. Ele- 
vator at Edmunds ou. & N. struck by light- 
ning and burned. Cars blown over on main 
track at Buttsville on the F. & S. W. Branch. 

No. 1 has been abandoned west of Fargo; 
No. 7and No. (are being held by No. 1; have 
sent working outfit to Fargo; will take six 
hours to make the track passable there. 
Mainline is clear aside from this. Will give 
you particolars later, as wires are all down. 

Mr. Fee says that if any one on the train 
has been Killed or ‘njured it would certainly 
have been meniioned. 

ELEVATORS AND TRAINS WRECKED. 

A cyclone struck train No. Ion the Northern 
Pacific just west of Fargo and the entire train 
Is On ite side. There is no report of any one 
hurtas yet. The wires are all down on the 
J Dakota division. The elevator at Fenny was 
biown over on the main track. A wrecking 
outfit left here at once. 

CONFIRMATORY RUMORS. 

There are rumors which appear to have 
foundation that the cyclone on the Northern 
Pacific has swept away the city of Fargo. 
The Western Unton Telegraph wires are down 
Hat for miles. No details can be learned as 
yet. 

STRUCK FARGO AT 2 A. M. 

A third telegram received here by General 
Superintendent Kimberly of the Northern 
Pacific from Jamestown, N. D., says the storm 
struck Fargo about2a. m. The roof was blown 
off the depot at Mapleton, and one of the ele- 
vators at Dairymple was moved from its base. 
The clevator at Edmunds on the Jamestown & 
Northern Branch was struck by lightning and 
burned. Wrecking forces are at work. No 
one on the overturned passenger train at 
Fargo was burt. 

SEVEN CHILDREN KILLED. 

One of the reports received says that seven 
children were kilied by being caught under a 
roof which had been blown off by the wind, 
but no other equally definite reports have yet 
been received. Nearly all the rumors of 
a heavy loss of life are based upon the fact 
that nothing has been heard from Fargo and 
Moorhead since 2 o'clock this morniug, and 
the further fact that there was undoubtedly a 
storm of uncertain severity in that locality, 
which blew down the wires for some wiles in 
every direction. Ifthis storm was severe 
thetwo cities it undoubtedly caused much 
injury to property and very probabiy some 
loss of life. However, it is stiil pretty mucna 
a matter of probability rather than of cer- 


tainty. 
THE CASUALTIES. 


The Western Union has just got a wire into 
Moorehead, acrossthe river from Fargo, but 
it is loaded down with rilroad business. The 
Signal Observer has telegraphed to Washing- 
ton that seven lives were lost lu the cyclone, 
and that thirteen persons wore injured. 


Several Killed and Many Injured. 


MILWAUKEDR, Wis., July 7.—Advices received 
at the Chicago, Milwaukee 4 St. Paul R. R. 
offices from their agent at Fargo are to the 
effect that that tqwn is pretty well wiped out, 
several people killed and many Injured. A 
Northern Pacific train was blown from the 
track.

Three Coachee Filled With Knights of Pyth-

KANKAKEE, III., July 7.—An excursion train 
of fourteen cars from Texas was derailed at 
Manteno, II., this morning.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 7.—Gen. Carnahan, 
Commander of the Uniformed Rank 
Knights of Pythias, received a dispatch 
from Montano, III., to-day, announcing tbat 
four of the knights were killed and six injured 
in the wreck of the Illinois Central special 
train containing the Sixth Regiment of Illinois 
Knights. 


Anether Account. 


Cnicaco, III., July 7.—The Journal’s Kan- 
kakee (III.) special says: The most serious 
wreck that the IIIInols Central has ex- 
perienced for several years occurred at 
Manteno this morning at8o0’clock. A special 
excursion train of fourteen ears, carrying 600 
members of the Kuights of Pythias and 
ladies to the Biennial Supreme Lodge at 
Milwankee, was derailed at the switch while 
entering the village at the speed of thirty-five 
miles an hour. The accident was caused by 
aloopswitch bolt being shaken out of its 
place by the passage ofthe train. The four 
forwardcars kept the main track and the 
remainder of tne traiy stood upon the siding. 
When the train broke a chair car 
occupied by the East St. Louis contingent 
turned upon its side and the occupants, num- 
bering fifty, were hurled with great violence 
against the side ofthe car. The sudden stop- 
ping of the train prevented a long list of 
casualties. 


Ne St. Louisaus Injured.

CHELTENHAM MURDER. 


John and Pete Werner Suspected of Having 
Killed Jehn Peterson. 


The police are working on a elde which may 
lead to the arrest of the young 
white man who shot and killed John 
Peterson, the colored youth, Friday evening 
last on a Frisco passenger train 
at the Cheltenham crossing. The 
account of the shooting given 
to the police showed that there was no justifi- 
cation for the shooting, and since then no 
efforts have been spared to locate and arrest 
the slayer. ‘Early yesterday morning 
the police were told ina positive way that a 
young man named Weuner, employed with 
his brother as a teamster by the 
Suburban Ice & Supply Co. at Old 
Orchard in St. Louls County had admitted the 
shooting and was preparing to flee from 
the State. A couple of detect- 
ives were despatehed to Old Orchard 


and spent the greater part of the day yester- 


day in that quiet Iittle residence 


suburb. They arrived too late, 
however, to lay hands on the 
Wenner boys, as they are called by the people 
in that section. The boys had lit out, with 
enough money in their possession to carry 
them a long distance, only an 
hour or two before their pursuers reached 
the little town. The police are now bending 


every energyto find theirtrail, and hope to 
succeed In landing them behind the bars. 

The Wenners may be innocent of the mur- 
der notwithstanding the circumstarices 
that have ied to the contrary opinion. 
They fit the description given of the two 
men who jumped off the train at Chel- 
tenham and who were seen walking 
weston the track excitedly discussing the 
shooting. Added to this, they freely told the 
people at Old Orchard Friday even- 
ing according to many accounts 
that they had some trouble with a ‘‘nigeer’’ 
on a Frisco train and shot him. hen 
this admission was made they did not 
know the colored youth was mortally 
wounded. They watched for the daily papers 
Saturday morning, and on learning that the 
man had died they became frightened, sud 
yesterday morning they threw up thee 
positions and disappeared from the place. The 
chain of evidence is very strong against one 
or the other of the brothers. Both 
it appears boasted the shoot- 
ing Friday evening and these 
isa difference of opinion on the score of 
which of the two fired the shot. It appears to 
be the opinion of most of the Old Orchard 
residents, that Peter, who Is the older brother, 
is accountable for Peterson’s death. 

THE WENNERS’ CONFESSION. 

Saturday morning last a young man in the 
empley of Mr. Cordell, who refused to 
give his name to a reporter, fear- 
ing that he might be called as 
a witness, met Pete Wenner near the 
Old Orchard Depot and asked him how he 
spent the Fourth of July. According to the 
young man’s statement Wenner dun 
his head and replied: WO woul 
have had an enjoyable time if we did not have 
that trouble withthe nizger on the train. 
Mr. Cordell’s clerk went further and said that 
both Pete and John told everybody in 
and about Old Orchara Friday evening 
that they were compelled to shoot a negro at 
Cheltenham. A fireworks leplay 
was given thes cvening at the 
lake opposite the Old Orchard 
depot by Mr. Cordell, a grocer and the post- 
master of that suburb, Herman Schaeffer and 
others residing there. During the exhibi- 
tion both the Wenner brothers put 
in an appearance, ande it is claimed told nearly 
everybody present that they had shot a 
colored man ona Frisco train near Chelten- 
ham Station. One of them, according to 
a common report afloat in Old 
Orchard, took a revolver from his pocket, 
and showing it conspicuously, said that he 
bad ocvasion to shootanegro. He fired sey- 
eral shots in the air during the celebration and 
then went home with his brother. This 
remark was made by Peter Wenner. The next 
morning, it is claimed, John Wenner, when 
spoken to by a crowd of men at the depot, 
said that he bad fired the shot himself and that 
his brother Pete bad nothing to do with the 
trouble. ‘they called in Schaeffer’s meat 
shop near the depot early Saturday morning 
and read an account of the shoot- 
ing in one of the morning news- 
papers, and later in the day sent 
to Mr. Cordell’s store to borrow another 
— 1 to read its version of the shooting. 

hey then went to the ice house 
and took out their wagons as 
usual and made their rounds, returning 
about noon. They had but little to say 
about the shooting the Dalance of the 
day. That evening Mr. William Seilner, 
their employer, paid them two weeks’ wages, 
and both left his office, saying nothing that 
would lead Mr. Seliner to believe that they 
did not intend to come back. That evening 
they walked about the Ittle suburb together 
wearing woebegone expressions, and from all 
accounts looking very mucn frightened. 

CONCLUDED TO SKIP OUT. 

Yesterday worning they were around the 
Post-omoe early looking for the .morning 
papers. They read the description of 
the two men who left the train 
immediately afterthe shooting, and a few 
minutes laterthey putin an appearance at 
Schaeffer’s butcher shop where Pete is 
alleged to have remarked, „John, 
the best thing we can do is 
to leave this place and get as far away as we 
cap, or we will get ln trouble. Without send- 
Ing any information to the lce- house, the 
quietly slipped away from Old Orehar 
and since then nothing has been seen or 
heard of them. About two hours after they 
lefttwo detectives reached the place in a 
buggy and ingulred which direction they 
had taken. Another detective came out in 
the evening and remained until late, taking a 
thoroughdescription of the brothers and ask- 
ing particularly as to who their reiatives were 
and where they resided. 

Mr. Sellner in conversation witha reporter 
to-day said that from what he had beard on 
the subject he was inclined to the belief that it 
was Jehn who had done the shooting. 
1 Know nothing whatever of my owas 
knowledge about this shooting,“ he said, 
„though the detectives have been bere look- 
ing for information. The Wenner boys have 
been working for us for some time and always

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THE NEW GRAND JURY. 


IT 18 SWORN IN THIS MORNING AND MR. 
NATHAN COLE MADE FOREMAN. 


' Zhe Principal Cases Which Will Reosive 
Censideration at This Term—tThe Case of 
the Negre Whe Was Threwn Into 
the River and Drewned—A Large Namber 
of New Warrants Issued Te- Day. 


This morning in the Criminal Court the July 
_ Grand-jury wasduly empaneled and sworn 
into the service of the State. A reguiar panel 
of forty men bad been summoned by the 
Sheriff. Not all of these answered to the call- 
ing of their names, several having been ex- 
cused earlier in the day assoon as it was 
found that sufficient availabie citizens were 
on hand. The jury consists ot 
Nathan Oole, George A. Parker, James L. 
Applegate, Herbert W, Phelps, Philip Gruner, 
Oaspar Hartenbach, Edgar J. Senseny, Du- 
bald Crawford, William Druhe, John E. Me- 
Kinney, Henry stuckstede and John W. 
Leader. Nathan Cole is foreman, 
Immediately after the oath was administered 
Assistant Circult Attorney Zachritz took the 
members of the jury in charge and conducted 
them to the rooms on the third floor, 
where the business of the day was 
at once commenced, It is hardly 
probable that a tull week wil: be occupied by 
this Grand-jury. Mr. Zachritz thinks the 
members can be dischbareed by Friday morn- 
ing. The docket numbers less than forty 
cases and several of these will of necessity be 


laid over until the October jury meets. There 
are no cases of importance. 
TWO HOMICIDES 
are awaiting consideration. One of these is 
the action against Patrick White, John Car- 
roll and Edward Hammond. The defendants 
are the three yo men who are alleged to 
have caused the th ot the negro, Henry 
Clay. On the evening of June 
2 they were out on something 
of ‘*‘a tear’’ and happened along the Levee at 
the footof Clark venue. There they found 
the negro praying by the side of a pile of lum 
ber. Clay was always considered insane and 
the young men began to tormenthim. Upon 
his insisting that he wanted to be baptized 
they picked him up,carried him to the edge of 
the wharf and dropped him intothe water. As 
subsequent proceedings ac- 
Vary. By the proeecation 
claimed that Clay regained 
the bank and was again pushed overboard. 
By tbe friends of the prisoners it is alleged 
that Clay himeeif ran back into the water 
after he had been once ducked and pulled 
out. White, Carroll and Hawiond were held 
to the Grand-jury on the charge of murder in 
the second degree. It is hardly probable, 
however, thatan indictment will be returned 
for so serious an offense. White has been 
released on bond, wulle Carroll and Ham- 
mond languish lu default of proper bond. 
WILLIAM STAPP . 
will undoubtedly be indicted as charged. 
Stapp was heid from the Court of Criminal 
Correction for manslaughter tu the second de- 
ree. The defendant is the 65-year-old North 
roadway surgeon who isallewed to have per- 
formed a crimina! operation onthe person of 
the young girl, Mary Leland. The deceased 
cawe to St. Louis from a swall 
town in Illinois, and kept 
afurnished room house on Chestnut street 
under the name of Mary Foster. On May 2 
she died at her home from 
consequent upon anaburtion. There is con- 
siderabie evidence connecting Dr. Stapp with 
the crime, the girl’s ante mortew statement 
taken by Coroner Frank being of the most 
positive character. Dr. Stapp has been tried 
three times in the Criminal Court on similar 
charges. Gov. Charles P. Johnson Will de- 
fend bim. 

The regulation burglaries, robberies and 
other felonies are those leftover by the May 
Grand-jury, which adjourned only a week 
azo. one of them are of any material in- 
terest.

CHANGE OF VENUE. 


An Application Filed in the Case Against 
Butler County. 


A notice of change of venue was flied with 
Circuit Clerk Zepp to-day in aa important 
land case. The F: G. Oxley Stave Co. and 
Frederick G. Oxley, trustee, against 
Butler County. Mo. Mrs. Ann 
K. Allen, widow of the late Thomas Allen and 
the other Allen beirs, the Keystone Land & 
Lumber Co., the trustees of St. Paul’s Church, 
Ironton, the St. Francois Lumber Co., and over 
100 others is the title of it. This a suit 
which was brought in Butler County 
on August 16 of last year and involves the 


On October 21, 1884, Butler County sub- 


scribed $50,000 to the capital stock o 
the Cairo 4 Fulton Rallroad Co., and 
afterward the County Court decided to trans- 
ter to the company, swamp land at the valua- 
tion of $1 peracrein payment for the debt. 
This was done and on December 19, 1856, the 
satisfaction of the debt was certified to 


by the Clerk of the County Court to the State 
Register of lands, he stipulating the land 
which had been transferred tothe company. 
On April 20, 1857, the State of Missouri made 
its patent conveying the land tothe railroad 
company. The company 
CONVEYED THESE LANDS 
and others on May 23, 1857, to John Moore, 
John Wilson aud A. J. Waterman in trust to 
secure the ayment of the bonds of 
the Cairo Fuiton road. Charles 
P. Chouteau having previously become owner 
of most ofthe bonds of tne railroad secured 
dy deed of trust to Messrs. Moore, Wilson and 
Waterman on December 16, 1871, filed a peti- 
tion in the Circuit Court of Mississippi! County 
to have the deed of trust foreciosed and 
the lands sold to satisfy the money 
dueonthe bonds. Judgment was rendered 
against ulm atthetrial, but he appealed to 
the State Supreme Court, which overruled 
the lower court and ordered the sale. 
At the sale the lands were 
purehased by Mr. Chouteau aud 
according to the plaintiffs in the present sult, 
has sold and conveyed the lands, with other 
real estate, om November 19, 1886, to the plain- 
tiffs, the F. G. Oxley Stave Co. and Frederick 
J. Oxley of Cincinnati, trustee. On November 
7, 1866, Butler County fled a petition against 
the Cairo & Fulton Rallroad Co., and John 
Moore, Jobn Wilson and A. G. Waterman, 
trustees, to set aside the patent granted y 
the State to the company, ana the 
deed of trust from the railroad 
company, to Messrs. Moore, Wilson and 
Waterman as trustees. This petition was 
granted and the patent and deed of trust were 
ordered by the Circult Court to be set aside. 
It ie alleged by the plaintiffs that this proceed- 
ing On tne part ofthe Court is null and void 
because they aver there was collusion and 
thatthe company had gone out of existence 
at the time, and two of the trustees were dead 
and never served. The only person for the 
defense present was Groene L. Poplin, 
* THE PETITION STATES, 

and he had long ceased to be connected with 
the road in any capacity and the petitioners 
allege he was acting in collusion with the at- 
torney or agents for the county. 

Subsequentiy, in 1872, Charles PF. Chouteau 
brought his suit against Butler County and 
others in Mississippi County and after- 
ward got his judgment in the State Su- 
reme Court, and after buying in the 
ands subsequently sold them to the petition- 
er. In 1867 the lands of the company were 
levied on and sold to _ satisfy jude- 
ments previously obtained against the 
road in Mississipp! County. Thomas 
Allen and others purchased the lands at this 
Sheriff's sale and these people and their heirs 
now claim the title to it. hese purchasers it 
is claimed by the plaintiffs in the present suit 
have no titie to the land, or the deed of trust 
which the bondholders of the road hela 
wasapryorciaim, The plaintiff asks thatthe 
deeds to the people who purcbased at the 
Sheriff's sale beset aside so that the title of 
the plaintiffs, the F. G. Oxley Stave Co., 
and Frederick G. Oxley, trustee, will be 
made clear of all cloud or doubt. A change 
of venue was taken because the present Judge 
ofthe Circuit Court at Butler was once em- 
ployed in the case as counsel.

VAIL ON HIS TRIAL. 


THE CASE CALLED THIS MORNING AND 
POSTPONED TILL THIS AFTERNOON: 


Mr. Crews Acts ferthe Defense, Vigoreusly 
Assisted by Marshall McDenald—another 
Struggle fer Time—Vail Looking Sick, 
but Still Quiet and Indifferent— Witnesses 
Missing. ’ 


„Mr. Sheriff, you will call the case of the 
State against Charles F. Vail,““ said Judge 
Normile in the Criminal Court this morning. 

It was about 10:15 a. m., and the big court 
room was literaliy jammed with spectators. 
Every seat in the rear was carly occupied, and 
those interested in the now doele- 
brated action were compelled to intrude 
into that part of¢ the room set 
apart for witnesses and jurors, 
soon every available chair and bench bad 
been confiscated by the throng and standing 
room in the alsles was atapremium. Many 
witnesses in the other criminal actions dock. 
eted was forced to wait the calling of the 
cases in the little rooms at the west end of the

building. The crowd was on hand to see 
Charles F. Vail and when that defendant 
walked down the alsle in charge of a Deputy 
Sheriff every eye was fixed upon him and 
well-olled tongues ran reck by the dozen with 
gossip and comment. 

Vall was first locked up in the little cage at 
the south of the court-room. The prisoner 
looked very much thinner than when brought 
up on June 16,

dia not seem to agree with bim any too well 
and his otherwise pale cheek had the hectic 
Hush which told of bad air and anxiety. Un- 
der his eyes were dark biue biotches. He 
was cool and collected, seemingly at his ease 
no matter where placed. He was not taken 
out inthe court-room atthe first calling of 


his case. 

Deputy Al Collins was at the desk and 
obeyed the Court’s mandate. Atthe sound of 
his stentorian voice the subdued hum ceased, 
and every one turned an expectant ear to the 
bur.

‘*‘May it please the Court, he began, 1 
represent Mr. Vail inthis case and desire to 
know whether the present announcement isa 
call tox trial or only a preliminary notifica- 
tion.’’ 

Being Informed that the case was called for 
trial Mr. Crews sat down. Then Circuit At- 
torney Ashiey C. Clover came from his room 
and in the absence of any of the gentiemen 

REPRESENTING TME PROSECUTION, 
announced that the State was ready for trial. 
At this moment Gov. Chas. F. Johnston came 
in. He was followed by Nat Dryden, who at 
once verified Mr. Clover’s announcement. 
Then it was Mr. Crews’ turn again. 

‘*Your honor,’’ hesaid, ‘‘I tirst desire that 
the names of my witnesses be called in order 
to ascertain how many of them are in the 
court-room. Then I] shall ask a halt or three- 
quarters ofan hour in which to consult with 
them and with my client before formally an- 
nouncing my position.’’ 

Witnesses for the defense were then called. 
Buttwoanswered. These were J. W. and 
Thomas Barron, who were soon engaged by 
Mr. Crews ina conversation which lasted fully 
ten minutes. Then the attorney talked to Vail 
in the cage for a quartgrof an hour and after- 
wards beld a short consultation with Gov. 
Johnson and Mr. Dryden, in which he insisted 
that he must haye a few hours more time be- 
fore announcing himself. 

Uptothistime Prosecuting Attorney Mudd 
of St. Charles County had not been seen in the 
court-room. Mr. Dryden had said that Mr. 
Mudd was seriously sick in a hotel across the 
street. While everything was waiting on Mr. 
Crews, however, Mr. Mudd put in an 
appearance, walking with + cane 
and showingthe effects of a serious lines. 
When a second calling of the case was made 
at II o’clock Mr. Mudd answered for the 
State. Mr. Crews made a short talk tothe 
court. He said that only two of his wit- 
nesses were on hand. Several who had been 
personally served did not answer and wouid 
have to be attached. Others had pot been 
served at all, either, on account of certain 
negligence of which Le made no specific men- 
tion. He insisted, too, that he bad been in the 
case so short atime that he had been unable 
to see these witnesses and did not feel in a 
position to place his client on trial without 
first learning the nature of the testimony 
which they would give when placed on the 
stand. He asked for time, but did not gay 
whether he wanted a week or an hour. 

Judge Normiie answered him. He told Mr. 
Crews that bis argument in regard to the 
length of time he had been in the case was a 
useless one, as Vail had been given a oon 
tinvance from one term of court until another 
in order that he might secure counsel. He 
had announced on June 16 tnat he had en- 
gaged Mr. Crews, and 

PREPARATION FOR THE TRIAL 
should have been made. The fact that wit- 
nesses were not present was sufficient cause 
to delay any definite aétion, bowever, and 
Mr. Crews could have any reasonable length 
of time in which these witnesses could be 
produced. 

Mr. Crews insisted that he was not asking 
for acontinuance. He merely wanted to set 
the case aside for a few hours. 

Mr. Mudd announced that he was perfectly 
willing such time should be granted Mr, 
Crews and the court ordered tbat attorneys 
and witnesses be on hand at 2 o’clock p. m. 
Mr. Crewe was told that any witnesses he de- 
sires tosummon would be produced, if pos- 
sible, by the Sheriff. 

A certain degree of the doubt which has 
generally existed as to what Marshall F. Me- 
Donald and Julian Laugbiin’s retirement (?) 
from the case meant was set aside this morn- 
ing by Mr. McDonald’s action. The latter 
gentieman was in the court-room when Vall 
was brought up from bis cell in tbe jall and 
siipped quietly into the cage to havea few 
minutes’ conversation with him.

TALKING BARNESTLY TO MR. CREWS. 
Just before the case was set aside until this 
afternoon he called Mr. Dryden into Mr.

Of course he 
made no remarks in open court, but his con- 
Guest excited considerable comment among 


the attorneys and court officials. There are 
ere who et adhere to the deliet 
that he will be back at Vail’s side when the 
action is finaily forced toa jury issue.

THE BEHRING SFA COMPLICATIONS LIKELY 
TO LEAD TO TROUBLE. 


The Pending Negotiations Reach a Crisis 
Which Threatens Serious Complications 
to England and the United States—The 
Seizure of a Single British Vessel to Be 
Resisted by That Country’s Fleet. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—A Washington special 
to the World in regard tothe Behring Sea com- 
plication says: 

**Your correspondent isin a position to gay 
positively and with fulland accurate knowl- 
edge of the facts thatthe negotiations have 
reached a crisis Which threat- 
ens the most serious com plica- 
tions to both nations. Without wish- 
ing to be guilty of sensationalism or falsely 
misconstruing official utterances, your corre- 
spondent is able to state that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote has officially notified Mr. Blaine 
that if a single vessel flying the British flag is 
seized by American revenue cutters in 
Behring Sea or its waters, the powerfal 
British fleet now assembied at Victoria, 
B. C., will receive immediate orders 
to recapture the seized vessel and force will 
be employed if necessary. Unless the revenue 
cutter making the seizure should strike her 
flag to superior force, blood must follow, 
and, while this may not necessarily lead to 
the declaration of war, acondition of things 
close to it must follow which may well cause 
the greatest anxiety inthe minds of ali En- 
glish speaking people.

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 7.—The flagship War- 
spritte which is expected to arrive dally at 
Esqulmault, B. C., and be ready for any 
emergency in Behring Sea, is a powerful first- 
class armored cruiser of 8,400 tons, carrying 
ten guns and Rear Admiral Hotham, C. B.

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A CONFESSED BLUNDER. 

The reasons upon which the local census 
enumerators base their demand for more 
pay for the recent blunderous census of 
this city places them in an extremely in- 
consistent position, to say the least. 

The enumerators were paid 2 cents for 
every person enumerated, and their com- 
pensation was, therefore, entirely deter- 
mined by the number of names on their 
lists. In the resolution asking in- 
creased compensation the enumerators 
declare that the labor involved in 
the count because of the multitude 


of questions on the schedules and the ob- 

| structions placed in their way by citizens 
and newspapers made it impossible to 
make fair wages. They assert that the 

pay was less than that of day laborers, 
and make it appear that many enumer- 

ators could scarcely realize their expenses 
from their work. 

Now, it has been admitted that the es- 
timate of population by which the number 
of St. Louis enumerators was determined 
was low, and the fear has frequently 
been expressed that some districts could 
not be covered by the enumerators. 
But the greater the number of peo- 
ple in each district the greater the 
compensation of each enumerator if his 
work were thoroughly done. If the labor 
of census taking was too great to make 
fair wages it was too great to admit of 
accurate returns. 

The claim of the enumerators that they 
took the names of all citizens is utterly 
inconsistent with the demand for more 
money and their assertions with reference 
to the laboriousness and difficulty of the 
work. They practically confess by their 
attitude that their work was incomplete 
and inaccurate and thata recount is im- 
perative for St. Louis.

A NEw Tonk paper offers for public in- 
spection a list of 92 foreign steamers, 45 
Norwegian, 43 British, 2 German, 1 Span- 
ish and 1 Russian, all employed by Ameri- 
can merchants during the months of May 
and Juue in their trade between our 
ports and those of the West Indies and 
Central and South America.

VERY COSTLY WHIMS. | 


SALE OF TREASURES BOUGHT AND COL- 
LECTED BY A MILLIONAIKE’S WIFE 


Public Curiosity to Bee the Contents of 
Phile Curtis’ Beautiful Residence in 
Utica, N. ¥.—Expensive Furniture Made 
to Order fer Mrs. Curtis—A $20,000 Bed- 
room Set—Ridiculeusly Low Prices. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIsPaTce. 

Utica, N. V., July 7.—For the past few days 
there has been an auction and private sale of 
the contents of the house of Philo Curtis, on 
Upper Genesee styeet, this city, that Ras at- 
tracted the attention of all classes of people 
here and from the adjacent towns. The house 
is situated about one bundred feet back from 
the street inthe middle of a beautifully kept! 
lawn. The lot is probably 200 feet wide and 
1,000 deep. For years there has been the 
greatest curiosity regarding the house aud its 
contents. Philo Curtis is a well-known man- 
ufacturer of this olty and one of the wealthiest 
of its citizens, but it is a matter of common 
talk that he has taken very little 
comfort in the house that is being 
stripped of its many and varied contents. But 
the house has bad one contented occu pant in 
the person of Mrs. Curtis, and the furnishing 
of the rooms was done in accordance with the 
views of this somewhat eccentric woman. 
Whims that called for the most lavish expen- 
diture of money were gratified almost without 
number. The death of Mrs. Curtis bas called 
for the distribution of her treasures. She died 
a few months ago and Mr. Curtis being with- 
out children decided to dispgse of all the sala- 
dle articles. Mrs. Curtis seldom went 
into society and no one remembers the 
time when her beautiful house 
was thrown open for an entertainment. 
The most extravagant sturies were told of her 
eccentricities, hence the general desire of the 
public tosee her treasures as soon as the 
bouse was opened. One man was kept busy 
all the year keeping the lawn in order. The 
grass had to be kFeptat a certain length. No 
leaf or piece of paper was ever to be seen on 
it. The horses of the grocer and butcher were 
not allowed to stand in front of or at the side 
ofthe house, Mrs. Curtis never bought any- 
thing In the way of furniture ready-made. 

EVERYTHING WAS MADE TO ORDEE, 
and much of the work was done at her house. 
The workmen were required to come In at the 
basement door, remove their shoes, put on 
slippers and aprons kept there expressly for 
them and then they were allowed to begin 
work. In one bed-room there were two 
handsomely carved manth pieces that cost 
$800 each. Four pieces of furniture, chairs, 
in the magnificient drawing room cost $1,450. 
The lace curtains for this room came to over 
$1,200. In one bed-room stands a cano- 
pied bed, big dresser and man- 
tle piece to match. There are 
also three magnificently carved chairs. The 
room represents an outlay of over $20,000. In 
another bedroom is a set made of tulip 
wood and black walnut. The tulip wood, 
which is verv rare, was imported expressly 
for Mre. Curtis and the whole set cost an 
enormous sum. The Inside woodwork of the 
house was made of expensive woods and was 
finished with a high furalture polish. One 
small chair in the drawing-room cost $175 and 
there were half a dozen more bigger than this 
there. The extravagance extended even 
to the — the walls of which 
were covered ith expensive gilt paper. 
The ice-box in this room cost $300, and it was 
not very big either. The cupdeard in the 
china closet was Hungarian maple, hand- 
somely carved. Even the tables in the 
kitchen were carved. The wash-tubs in the 
laundry were made of warble. There were 
lace curtains even in the barn. Mrs. Curtis, 
itis said, never used the bandsomely fur- 
nished portions of ber house, She spent ail 
her time keeping them in order and making 
such changes as she wished from time to 
time. The house has been entirely 
REFURNISHED FROM TOP TO BOTTOM 

three times and the amount of money in- 
volved it is impossible to estimate. Mrs. Cur- 
tis carried her eccentricity to the matter of 
dress. Her wardrobes were full of the most 
delicate and costly apparel, but she did not 
wear any of it for fear thatshe would spoil it; 
and frequently went down town in asun 
bonnet and cheap dress. A hat that cost $65 
did not please ber as zoon as she had xot it 
home and she gave it away the next day. 
Mrs. Curtis was good to the poor, and many 
can testify to ber charitable deeds, One of 
the curiosities of the house was the thunder 
and ligbtning’’ room of Mre. Curtis. It was 
on the ground floor and fitted up luxuriously. 
Here she was accustomed to retire during 
a storm. Many of the people of Utica have at 
last gratified their curiosity fora look at the 
dead woOman’s treasures. Ridiculously low 
prices were offered atthe auction. So ridio- 
ulous, in fact, that Mr. Curtis stopped it after 
one day and resolved to conclude the disposal | ¢ 
of the remainder at private sale, He has been 
offered $65,000 for bis residence. 

But, be said, ‘‘it would not beasale at 
that price; it would be a sacrifice.’’ 

Ifthe house could remain forever in the 
condition it was in when Mrs. Curtis died it 
would bea magnificent monument tos wom- | ¢ 
an s whims.

PRESIDENT A- MANVELL OF THE ATCHISON 
EXAMINES THE ’FRISCO. 


Beth the Atchison and the Fruco Pro. 
nounced te Be in Excellent Condition—A 
Rumor Denied—No Change of Central 
Offices Probable—What Joplin Expects 
From Atchison Stockholders, 


T 7:30 this morning 
A. Manvell of Chi. 
cago, President of 
the Atchison, Tope- 
ka & Santa Fe, ar- 
rived in the city and 
registered at the 
Southern. Mr, 
Manvell spent the 
day at the ‘Frisco 
offices examining 
the books and con- 
i ferring with the 
officials of the road.

THE LINES IN EXCELLENT CONDITION. . 

I found both roads in admirable condition 
and was more than satisfied with the results of 
my journey. Both the old Frisco and Atchison 
are in first-class condition and we challenge 
comparison with any of the lines in the West, 
We intend making the roads as good In every 
respect as they can be, and will spare no 
efforts to attain this end.“ 

‘*What truth is there in the report that the 
Atchison has given a Minneapolis commission 
firm rates on grain low enough to enable it to 
control the Kansas wheat grown on the line of 
the Atchison?’’ 

„There is nothing in the story whatever.

There are in Joplin five times 
as many shafts as are needed, and the amount 
ot labor necessary to construct them, if ex- 
pended in drifting with tnree or four good 
shafts, would have quadrupled our output.

AFTER TWENTY YEARS, 


A Bullet Removed From Eobert Ven 
Jutrzenka’s Head. :

BALTIMORE, Md., July 7.—An interesting 
Operation was performed a few days ago by 
Dr. C. A. Weil of Chicago upon Robert Von 
Jutrrenka, formerly an officer in the Austrian 
army, but now aresident of this city. This 
man consulted the doctor about a nervous af- 
fection, coupled with a severe headache, 
having its seat in the forehead. From the 


descriptions of the symptoms given by the 
patient Dr. Well concluded that there must be 
an outside irritant causing the troubles. He 
made a local examination and to his astonish- 
ment felt imbedded in a thick layerof skin 
over the forehead some hard object. This he 
removed by a simple surgical operation and 
the object proved to be asmall bullet from a 
revolver. This had been lodged, it appears, 
for over twenty years at or near the spot 
where it was finally found, and thereby hangs 
a tale. Jutrzenka is a native of the south- 
eastern portion of Hungary, hailing from a 
district Which adjoins Roumania. While still 
a small boy, a playmate accidentally shot 
bim with asmall reyoiver. The boy Jutrzen- 
ska fell, but ln ashort time recovered con- 
sciousness, felt no further pain and went 
home, never telling his parents of bis little 
encounter with the ball. Years went by. QOo- 
casionally the boy bad more or less severe 
headache, but surgeons being scarce in that 
country and the wound having meanwhile 
entirely healed over, a thick pareh- 
ment-like membrane having formed 
around it, nothing was done about it. The 
boy became a maa, served with distinction in 
the Austrian army and finally came to Amer- 
ica, 5 this time he had forgotten all about 
the bullet, not having given it any thought 
for ten years or more. And when of late bis 
headaches reappeared in an aggreva form, 
and some peculiar nervous troubles ensued, 
he never attributed them to that escapade. 
From the lecation where Dr. Well found the 
bullet it was shown that the latter bad lately 
moved right over some nerve knots op the 
frontal Done and that the pressure thus ex- 
erted was responsibie for the phys cal ailment 
from which Jutrzenka bas been a sufferer for 
sometime. The patient is now in all respects 
as woll as ever.

THE STREET DEPARTMENT ON THE LOOK- 
OUT FOR A SPRINKLING COMBINE 


Ap Attempt te Get Reasonable Rates for the 
Canceled Sprinkling Districts—Bids te

The sprinkling trouble is still far from de- 
img settled and there now looms up a prospect 
of more delay and more trouble in making the 
necessary arrangements.

The men who formed 
the last combine are more or less Interested 
in the present ice combine, which is causing 
80 much dissatisfaction. There was a plan 
afoot in the Street Department to cancel 
some more contracts, but it is now argued 
that this will be useless until the result of the 
bids on the ones already canceled is known, 
because if more contracts are taken from 
their present holders and the bids fall again, 
there will beso many additional carts neces- 
sary, and the chances are that assoon as this 
was found out by the contractors, carts 
would be bard to get at any- 
thing less tnan war time rates. 


There are several districts which can well be 
taken from their present holders, and the 
Street Department will probably hold them 
back until the canceled ones are settled.

It Sells aw Impure Arttele as Well as Asking 
an Extortienate Kate. 


There has been considerable dissatisfaction 
among the hotels and restaurants regarding 
the quality of ice which bas been furnished by 
the different companies, one company in par- 
ticular having recently been compelled to 
take back a large quantity which they had 
delivered.

The 
swamp bad several siaughter-bouses on its 
borders which tended to increase the impurity 
ofthe water. The firm which had furnished 
the ice was compelled tutake the unused 
amount away, but what was done with it 
could not be ascertained, although it is proba- 
bie that it was not thrown away. Ice is too 
scarce for that. It was claimed that the com- 
—41 bought that ice because it was cheap, 

ut they evidentiy did not take into consider- 
ation the fact that their customers would 
probably kick.

LACEY AND EARLY. 


Trouble Brewing Between the Two Ex-Con- 
federate Officers. 


New York, July 7.—The WoORLD’s special 
from Fredericksburg, Va., published to-day, 
says: Trouble is rapidly brewing between 
Gen. Jubal Early and Maj. J. Horace Lacey, 
who was one of Gen. Holmes’ staff officers in 
the Confederate army. The trouble is the 
outcome ofthe bitter Mabone campaign last 
fall. Gen. Early took occasion to contradict 


a statement of Maj. Lacey’sto the effact that 
Gen. Robert E. Lee had once said that if he 
were to select a successor to himself at the 
head of the Confederate army he would have 
chosen Mahone. Each ofthe gentlemen have 
since denounced each other through 
the newspapers, and at the re- 
cent unveiling of the Lee statue in 
Richmond, Early refused to recognize Lacey 
when the latter accosted him. Yesterday the 
Lance published a statement from Maj. Lacey 
reaffirming the truthof his statement as to 
Gen. Lees admiration of Mahone, and de- 
nouncing Early as a drunken biackauard. The 
Major adds that he Will not permit a man of 
Early’s character and reputation to insult me 
without such resentment as a gentieman 
should show.’’ He also promises to furnish 
the Lance with a history of Gen. Early’s war 
record, to show how utterly useless be was in 
the Confederate army. This arraignment of 
Gen. Early will probably appear in next Fri- 
day’s edition of the Lance. It is thought a 
conflict between the two ex-Confederates will 
be the result.

NOT FACTIONAL FIGHTS. 


SCHOOL BOARD CONTESTS TO BE SETTLED 
BY A FREE vors. 


No Aulerite or Millerite Candidates Wil) Be 
Presented for Secretary or Attorney— 
The Republican State Committee to Meet 
in This City Te-Morrow—A Keperted 
New Arrangement Abeut the Supreme 
Court Clerkship. 


The meeting of the Schoo! Board to-morrow 
evening bas general interest for the politi. 
claus, in View of the fact that three good 
offices are to be filied and elections in two 
school districts called. The office over which 
there will be most spirited contest is the sec- 
retaryship. The principal candidates are: 
James G. Player, Louls Hammerstein, Field. 
ing Mansfield, Wm. F. Mayo, M. K. McGrath 
and Mr. Raynor, and they all have friends in 
the board. Although there bas been no cau- 
ous of the members it seems to be at present 
the intention to let each man vote as he pre 
fers, withoutregard to faction. This plan 
will be followed on both the offices of 
secretary and attorney. There will de no 
Millerite or Aulerite candidate for either of 
these offices. This understanding has been 
arrived at by consultation and the proposed 
course of the directors is meeting with gen- 
eral commendation from the friends of all the 
candidates. Any other plan would have 
worked an injustice to some of the candl- 
dates. There are a half a dozen candidates for 
the secretaryship. All the candidates have 
friends on both sides, and if factional lines 
had been preserved and caucus nominees pre- 
sented, many would have been closed 
out who, on a free vote, might 
have won. For this reason, therefore, 


an understanding was arrived at that the d- 
rectors of both factions would vote for the 
men ot their choice without regard tothe 
past differences of the majority of their fac- 
tions. 

This rule, however, will not, so far as can, 
be learned, apply tothe selection of a bailiff. 
For this office there are only two candidates. 
They are H. Clay Sexton and the present in- 
cumbent, Mr. Barre. The impression pre- 
vails that a majority ofthe Miller faction have 
already held acaucus and agreed on Sexton, 
and the Vote on this appointment will there- 
fore be factional. 

There will be no trouble about calling the 
elections In the First and Fourtb Districts un- 
less the Millerites refuse to give the Aulerite 
candidates the selection of a judge and clerk. 
It they are not willing to do this a lively row 
may ensue. Inthe Fourth District there is 
only one candidate out, Mr. Henry Bus, 80 
thet there will probably be no trouble in that 
district. In the Firet District, however, there 
will betwo candidates, Messrs. F. W. Senne- 
wald and Julius Benger. Benger's friends 
will demand a judge and a clerk.

The Republican State Committee will meet 
in St. Louis to-morrow for the purpose of 
naming adate and selecting a place for the 
holding of the State Republican Convention. 
Up to the present time not much interest has 


been manifested in the convention. Judge 
Gardner Lathrop of Kansas City not being de- 
sirous of running against Judge James B. 
Gantt for Supreme Judge the Republicans 
bave been compelled to hunt for another man, 
If they heve found any they are keeping their 
discovery very quiet. They areas hard up 
for candidates for Rallroad Commissioner 
and State Superintendent of Schools 
as they are for Supreme Judge. 
For Railroad Commissioner no names have 
been mentioned yet but those of Wililam 
Bain and James Merrifield, both of this city, 
and neither one of these gentiemen is making 
any effort at all to secure the nomination. 
For State Superintendent of Schools no Re- 
publican candidate bas as yet developed. 

The Republicans are now undoubtedly 
working to form an aliiance with the farwers 
and Union Labor people or legislative candi- 
Gates and to do thisthey would willingly offer 
all the places on theirticket. Both Filley and 
Reynolds and the factions which 
they, represent are fiszhting hard 
for supremacy in the State and have been or- 
ganizing rival clube wherever enough Kepub- 
icans could be found for that purpose.

THE BONDHOLDERS OF THE ST. LOUIS ORE 
& STEEL CO. AGAIN IN COURT. 


Sarsaparilla 


Failure of the Iren Mines and the Conse- 
quent ldleness of the Steel Works Cause 
an Accumulation of Interest and a De- 
fault in the Semi-Aanuail Payment—-Who 
the Receiver Will Be. 


A bill of complaint, asking for a receiver to 
take charge of the St. Louis Ore & Steel Co.’s 
property, was filedin the United States Cir- 
cult Court to-day by Mr. Edmund T. Allen, 
representing the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co. 
of New York. The Dill was not much ofa 
surprise, because since the property in Jack- 
son County, III., das been placed in the 
hands of a receiver, as it was on June 26 last, 
it has been expected that similar proceedings 
would be begun here in order that the 
whole property might be managed and 
operated together. Mr. Henry Hitchcock 
wasin court representing the defendant oor- 
poration. 

The bill of complaintis quite a comprehen- 
sive pamphlet and it sets forth In detail the 
circuinstances under which the present in- 
debtedness was Incurred, the oondi- 
tions of the mortgages and the causes 
which led to this action. It 
states that in 1886 a meeting of the stock- 
holders was held and the issue of bonds 
authorized. That issue, which bears the date 
of January 1, 1887, was as follows: One thou- 
sand bonds, known as the‘‘First Mortgage 
Registered Bonds, of the value of $1,000 
each; 1,00, Known as the Chouteau Bonds, 
of the value of $1,000 each; 700, known as the 


‘*Olyphant Bonds, of which 600 were of the 
value of $1,000 and 100 of the value of $600 
each, making a total of $2,650, 000. 

THE PROPERTY 
which was included in the mortgages given 
the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co. to secure their 
loans, was the tract which is known as 
the Pllot Knob property, in Iron and 
nelghboring counties in Southeast Missour!; 
the ‘‘coal propery. which is situated in 
Jackson County, II., and the Vulcan prop 
erty,’’ the wills, bulidings, machinery, rails 
and other property in Carondelet, this 
city. The first mortgage bonds are a first 
mortgage on the Pilot Knob and coal propor- 
ties, and a second mortgage on the Vuican 
property, but subject, as tothe Vulcan prop- 
erty, to certain other liens. The Chouteau 
bonds are a first — on the Vulcan 
property and a second mortgage securing 
upon said Pilot Knob property, the 
suid Chouteau bonds, and sald Olyphant bonds 
in the proportion of five-clevenths 
of such security for the benefit of said Chon- 
tenu bonds and six-elevenths for the benefit 
ot said Olyphant bonds, but subject as to said 
Pilot Knob property to the prior lien of said 
first mort aasee. 

The bill further states that when the bonds 
were issued the Vulcan property was under a 

yielding $59,000 per annum, and 
the Pilot Knob property there 
large reserves of ore, but the 
at Pilot Knob have been 
depleted and the income of the company is not 
sufficient to pay ite operating expenses and 
the interest, and the company delaulted on 
the interest which was due on July 1.

was appoluted. Pilot Anob is still shipping 
ore and has contracts for ore which is to be 
delivered outside of the State, and the bill 
sets forth that the receiver is applied for to 
protect these contracts. Under the present 
conditions a multiplicity of suits are likely to 
be filed and the company much embar- 
rassed, whereas if the receiver is ap- 
pointed and the contracts are carried out 
the money which is derived from the sale of 
that ore which might now be garnished in 
other States might be applied to the payment 
of interest, and some accrued interest, but 
should it be garnished the company „will be 
deprived of its income. 

When Mr. Hitcbeock announced that he was 
present as the attorney for the defendant cor- 
poration, Judge Thayer asked for the bili of 
eomplaintahd the mortgages, and said he 
would act upon the matter later. Of course 
a receiver will be appointed, and no doubt he 
will be 

MR. ETHAN ALLEN HITCHCOCK, 
who has acted in that capacity before, since 
he bas already been appointed receiver of the 
**coal property.’’ 

The st. Luuls Ore & Steel Co. has been in 
the hands of areceiver before. In fact it nad 
only been a littie more than two years since 
it was released. While the iron mines held 
out at their best the Vulcan mille suffered 
from the depression of the iron trade and the 
low prices which maintained, and of late the 
mines have not been as profitable as they 
formerly were. A horse was struck in 
the main workings. Mining opera- 
tions have not been very profltable, 
though as the bill suggests, the company has 
good contracts which it is fulfilling, and from 
which itis deriving an income. The income, 
however, is notsufficient to piace the com- 
pany in a solvent condition, and the applica- 
tion for a receiver is wade to anticipate any 
embarrassing action by dissatisfied bond- 
holders. The one trouble with the company 
now is the failure of the iron mines at 
Pilot Knob, On this account the 
steel works have not been operated for two 
years, and this has causeda charge against 
the Pilot Knob property and the coal proper- 
ty of $80,000 interest. This was rather bard 
on the coal bondholders, but most of them did 
not object and offered to waive the interest, 
which was due on July 1. Others did object, 
and it was to prevent complications that the 
receiver was asked for, to head off the ob- 
jecting pondholders.

The parties in interest in the matter of the 
St. Louis, Cable & Western Railroad ap- 
peared in the United States Circuit Court this 
morning to conclude the transfer of the prop- 
erty to the 88. Louis 4 Suburban 


Railway Co. Mr. A. de Figueredo, the 
receiver, gave possession ofthe property to 
Mr. Charles H. Turner, President of the new 
company, this morning, in accordance with 
the instructions of the court. The receiver 
made his final report this morning, 
and turned into the registry of 
the court money his bands, 
$15,517. The property has been 
much improved under his management and is 
now in a far better condition both financially 
and physically than when he took bold of it. 
After the report had been handed in Mr. R. 
H. Kern asked the court to make an order 
concerning the last cable purchased, which 
cost about $4,000 and which nas pot been paid 
for. He wanted to know whether that should 
be paid for out of the funds the 
Receiver turned into court or whether 
that obligation war one assumed by the pur- 
chasers. Judge Thayer sald he would not 
make an order now. he funds were in the 
registry of the Court, and that matter could 
be passed upon at another time. 

The deed to the property was then del!vered 
by Special Commissioner E. T. Farish to Mr. 
Turner, to be signee and recorded, and the 
road commenced Operations under the new 
management and the new name of the st.

PRISON #SUNISHMENTS, 


How Russian Convicts Treat One Avother 
if Not Liberal, 


From the New York Sun. 

Acurious phase of prison life is exhibited 
by a Medical Correspondent’’ of a Moscow 
paper. Itoften happens that a respectable 
man is confined in prison forafew days for 
some slight offense. Attimeseven an elder 
of a small community must submit to such a 
penalty for what the Russian law calis a neg- 
lect ot duty. Such a person is retained in a 


large room together with a lot of obdurate 
criminals, whoare either 
sentenced to be put at bard labor in a fortress. 
When the réspectable prisoner comes amon 
them they begin to press him for ‘‘a treat o 
— fellowship.’’ He must send for a 
ottle of brandy. t be is not as liberal 
as they want him tobe they harassand tor- 
mont him. Should he make a threat to com- 
plain before the authorities of their conduct 
they Immediately decide upon performing on 
him the ‘‘operation of cupping,’’ as they call 
it. The poor fellow isthen stripped naked, 
stretched on a bench and held fast. His 
mouth is stuffed witharag so that his cries 
cannot be beard outside. Aspoton his breast 
is made wet, and one of his tormentors rubs it 
with bis unshaven chin untilthe ein becomes 
red. Hereupon another one slaps the spot 
with his fat hand with all his might,. A large 
biister immediately appears on the wounded 
piace. This is what t ey call setting a cup. 
Six or eightsuch cups“ are sometimes set 
on the breast, the sides and the back of the 
sufierer, so that he is unableto lie down for 
several days. In some instances more serious 
injuries are caused by the biows he receives.

About a year ago Mr. David Dunham With- 
ers broached thesubject of buiiding anew 
track to his fellow stockholders, and without 
any preliminary flourishes several bundred 
acres of land were bought for avery high 
figure, and before the conclusion of the regu- 
lar race meeting on the old courseground was 
broken and work begun onthe new track, 
bundreds of men and borses working con- 
stantly ever since to get the work completed 
in time for the season of 1890. Tbanks

been successful, and yesterday the

was spread before the eyes of 25,000 or more 
like a grand panorama. The track 
embraces all the ground between 
satontown, Oceanport, and Little Silver, as 
far back as tne Shrewsbury River. The main 
track is over one mile and a haif in circumfer- 
ence and races of that distance can be run 
with but one turn, something unparalelled. 
There is a straightaway course of one mile 
and three furlongs, every foot of which can 
be seen distinctly by the aid of a good field 
giass. This straight course, over which 80 
many valuable stakes will be decided, will 
afford every horse an opportunity to win. 
There will be no chance for jostling or pocket- 
ing, for it is so broad that thirty horses could 
without 
crowding. The big 2-vear old events will be 
run over the six furiongs straightaway, the 
three-quartes of amile pole looking but half 
n mile away when viered from the gigantic 
grand stand, so straizht and faultless is the 
track. There is no dipor hillock from start to 
fniab; every inch of the course is as level as 
the perfection of grading can make it. 10 
convey an idea of the manner in which 
money has been spent in order to have all the 
details perfect, it may be mentioned tbat at 
one portion of the straight course the Shrews- 
burv had to be bridged at a cost of $10,000. The 
main stretch for the mile-and-a-haif course is 
over half a mile long, and is the widest in the 
country. For many weeks past scores of 
teams have been harrowing, grading and roll- 
ing the surface, until now it is a foregone con- 
clusion that it will be among the very fastest 
courses in the world. Frank McCabe, trainer 
for Dwyer Bros., moved several of his 
horses over it on Monday last, Bella B. 
running a quarter in 24 seconds. Mr. McOabe 
was loud in his praise of the track and its 
equipments. Some idea of the magnitude of 
the place may be formed when it is stated 
that one tesm in harrowing the entire track 
surface would be compelled to travel elghty- 
nine miles. There are fifty-five acres in 
tracks, a greater area than Morris Park and 
Sheepshead Bay combined. In running over 
the straight course the horses come toward 
the stand at un angle of about 30 deg., while 
on the rezlar track the horses dash past the 
post directly at the feet ofthe spectators. A 
decided novelty will be that over tne big 
course the borses will run the reverse way of 
the track. This will suit the sour-tempered

ROMERO AND PIERRA. 


THE MFXICAN MINISTER REPLIES TO THE 
NEW YORK MERCHANT’S ATTACK. 


Senor Pierra’s Connection With the Pan- 
American Conference—Ten Dollars a 
Day Not Geod Enough Pay—The For- 
eign Delegates Refuse te Permit Pierra 
to Serve Without Pay. 


Fv Telerrarh to the PO&ST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 7.—Senor Matias Romero, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pien!po- 
tentiary of the Republic of Mexico, has 
written a letter, in reply Senor Piterra, 
which is published in full this morning in Lae 
N ovedades, the Spanish-American paper. It 
will de remembered that Senor Pierra pub- 
lished a letter in La Nacion, a paper printed 
in Buenos Ayres, Argentine Republic, in 
which he ridiculed the Pan-American confer- 
ence and attacked Senor Romero, charging 
him with having tried to become President of 
the conference and to use it to his own per- 
sonal advantage. It was also said that Senor 
Romero was without a perfect knowledge of 
either the English or Spanish language. 
Senor Romero’s reply is very long and diplo- 
matic, but what he savs amounts to this: 

He begins by reviewing the history of Senor 
Pierra’s connection with the conference and 
describes the latter as a New York merchant, 
who, as soon as the delegates arrived, went 
with them upon all the excursions and in- 
gratiated himself with them to such an extent 
that when the conference assembled his name 
was presented for election as Secretary of the 
Spanish-American delegates, He charges 
that Senor Pierra accepted the pay of the 
United States Government of which he became 


reduced from $7 and $8 to N each.

NEW MONMOUTH PARK TRACK. 


Description ef the Largest and Finest Race 


Ceurse ian the World, 


The largest race course in the world was 
the public Friday, when 


No adequate description of this mammoth 


It must be seen to be 
ppreciated, and no reader’s imagination is 
clentiy Vivid to conjure up anything e, 
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iow, 
nave been worked that way for 
the past two years, and it is safe to say that It 
will not incohvenience the others after a 
wallop or two, when they become accustomed 
tothe change of feet in rounding the turn. 
The grand stand, betting pavillion, paddock 
and club houseare entirely in keeping with 
the track—seven acres being underroof. The 
stand, which is truly grand, is by far the 
largest structure under coverin America. It 
ie bullt largely of iron, on the cantilever 
principio, and has an overhanging or project- 
ing roof In tront, which extends seventy-five 
feet beyond the lowest tier of seats. 
— the rays ot the sun or any storm 
eating in upon the occupants, nota single 
seat in the vast structure, which will accom- 
modate 20,000 persons comfortably, being un- 
protected. The buliding, with its overhanging 
roof, looking like a huge open umbrella, is 
awe-inspiring. From the ground to the edge 
of the roof is seventgfiive feet. The ap- 
proaches to the stand of donble stairways 
of iron and wood at regular intervals in front, 
while from the rear wide winding staircases 
afford ample accommodation. The stand is 
single decked, but the seats rise in two tiers, 
one above the other, divided by a broad 
promenade. This gives everybody a view of 
the entire course. In fact there is not a single 
bad seat In the entire stand. The betting pa- 
vilion, which is large enough to puta troop 
of cavalry through their evolutions, is imme- 
diately behind the grand stand,and is reached 
by the numerous stairwaysaiready mentioned. 
It is bailt of wood and is airy and cleanly—a 
reat change from the hovel that did duty for 
betting quarters on the old track. Immedi- 
ately beyond the betting ring, and separated 
by a high wire screen, is the saddling pad- 
dock, so that speculators can peer through 
and note tde condition of the borses as they 
walk about in the long promenade tbhought- 
fully provided for their use. There are ninty- 
eight reception stalle, or sufficient room to 
house the starters in — — races On any par- 
ticular day, so that trfiners can bring their 
cbarges to the track at the beginning of the 
day esport and remain until its ciose.
